Mivister Denby, is a permanent, 
but by no means cruel, tustitution. 
The first-class slaves are the felons, 
who are slaves simply from the fact 
that their labor belongs to the pub- 
lic, the second class comprises the 
prisoners and captives taken in war, 
while the third class owes its ori- 
gin to troubles that rose in a former 
dynasty, at which time the power 
who were without resources gave 
themalves and their families to 
the great and rich who were willing 
to protect and support them. These 
last forms of slivery are regarded 
rather as a misfortune than a 
shame. In practice the institulion 
is of the mildest kiud. Manumis- 
sion is frequent aui many instances 
are recorded in which slaves have re- 
fused their freedom. Indeed so mild 


and temperate is this practice, that 


according to the same autbority, 
the missionaries wax elcquent in 
defense of slavery und regard the 
institution as developing a mode 
of thought and sentiment wortby 
of the authors of Telemachus and of 
the Friend of Mau.“ The Cunfu- 
cian. idea of the family they say 
modifies. ani tempers slavery so 
that masters and slaves beceme 
members of one family. But the 
picture thus drawn is much too 
favorable. There are darker shad- 
ows which should be added to it. 
The condition of servitude is hered- 
itary. Children of free parents, may 
be, and often are, sold into slavery. 
Girls up to the age of eighteen 
command higher prices than boys 
and are devoted to lives of immor- 
ality. And more horrible than all, 
children, and particularly orphaus, 
in times of famine are sold, for what 
purpose may well be left to the 
imagination. 


Gol is now flowing quite largely 
out of New York to Englund. The 
same financial phenomenon was 
observable two years ago. The 
President on that occasion made it 
the subject of an appeal to Congress 
to demonetize silver. But no beed 
was paid to his suggestion, for the 
reason that the cause was the rais- 
ing of the rate of discount by the 
Bank of England, and not a fiscal 
derangement that threatened seri- 
ous consequences. The cause of the 
present drain is preci-ely the same. 
Two weeks ago the Bank of Eng- 
Jand raised its rate of discount. 
The effect for the time being is to 
make gold more valvable in London 
than itis in the United states, and 

as a consequence it is transferred to 
that great money center. When 
the bank finds its gold reserve re- 
plenished the rate will be lowered 
and no more gold will be sent 
abroad, Of course there are other 
causes which sometimes send gold 
out of the country. But in the 
usual trend of events the raising of 
the rate of discount by the Bank of 
England is sufficient to reverse the 
current: So far as reported Presi-

CONTAGIOUS LEPROSY. 


Medical Experiments on a Con- 
demned Hawaiian Murderer. 
WASHINGTON, May 26.— The as- 
tounding statement is made by John 
M. Putnam, Uuited Stat s Consul- 
General to the Sandwich Islands, that 
a large number of persons afflicteo 
With leprosy or giving ev dende of 
leprosy’s tendenvies emigrate to the 
United States yearly, Tho aggregate 
is much larger than generally sup- 
posed. The report made by Putnam 
to the State Department from which 
these facts are obtained contains an ac- 


count of an experiment which was 
made to determine whether or not lep- 
rusy ig @ contagious divexsse, The per- 
aon experimented upon was a native 
who had been condemned to death, 
and the sentence was commuted to im- 
prisonment for life on condition that 
he should consent to inoculation wie h 
leprous virous, to which he agreed. 
The ex periment was conducted by Pr. 
Edward Ahning, a German speci-list, 
employed by the Hawaiian Govern- 
mount for that purpose. On the 30.h of 
September, 1884, Dr. Ahning removed 
a leprous tubercle from a leper in an 
advanced stage of the disease, made 
a incision in the skin of the exterior 
surface of the left forearm and stitched 
the leprous tubercle in the wouni, 
where it ultimately grew and b+ came 
adherent, forming a dense, hard, pur- 
ple cicatrix, very sensitive to the 
touch. In short, it was thorovghly 
incorporated with the surrounding in- 
tegument. Year after year,and the 
patient showed no evidence of the ap- 

rance of the disease, A few 
months ago the President of the 
Board of Health and the phys'cian in 
charge noticed a change in the man. 
He was watched carefully, and in their 
opinion plain symptoms of leprosy ap 
proached, but only within the. hast 
month have they felt justified in pro- 
nouncing it leprosy. There are those 
who insist that the disease may have 
been in his system before vaccination, 
but the fact that he had arrived at 
middle age before the operation places 
the result to the credit of thos» who 
believe it is contagious, 


General Sheritan Very Low. 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—An intimate 
personal friend of Genoral Sheridan, 
ons of the few that have been admitted 
to see him during his illness, was met 
this morniog just after leaving Sheri- 
dan’s residence. The gentleman is 
also on close terms with the General's 


family. He said that the entire fem- 
ily were very much alarmed at the 
General’s condition this morning. 
My inform:nt calied last night and 
chatted with the General a short time. 
He was so much better then that he 
spoke of riding out to-day if the 
weather admitted of it. Durirg the 
night, however, the General became 
sO much worse that the attending 
phy-ician, Dr. O'Reilly, was sent for. 
{his afternoon Dr. Yara has also been 
called in. The General is suffering 
from fatty degenera ion of the heart, 
and there is strong probability that he 
may not outlive the day. 

LaTer—The report of a serious 
chanye for th worse m General ‘Sheri- 
dan’s condition is confirmed by the 
issue of a bulletin from army head- 
quariers. General Sheridan’s trouble 
is disease of the h: art, and his intimate 
friends have known of the danger 
some time. When he was last at- 
tacked, however, Colonel Mike Sneri- 
dan and other members of his family 
endeavored to cinceal tha facts of the 
case trom the public.

Foley, said to be the wife ofa wealthy 
rancher near Stockton, California, is 
held in the Datention Hospital, su ffer- 
ing from hysteria, She has been an

De Quille Discusses It—The | 
@nly River in Nevada Worthy 
the Name. Bes 
In-a late issue of the Sait Lake 

Tribune, Dan DeQuille writes of 

the Colorado river as follows: ~ 

A better ure of the Colorado river 


would be to open it up tor. vaviga- 
tion. It would aſlord an outlet for 
the miveral and agricultural regions 
of Southern Nevada (the lower part 
of Lincoln county) to the ocean. 
The obstacles to the uavigation of 
the Colorado. river from Port Isabel, 
on the Gulf of California, to Call- 
ville, Nevada, are not great. The 
distance from Caliville to Port Isa- 
bel is 600 miles. The Colorado is 
the ouly stream in or touching this 
State worthy the name of river. 
Except the Owyhee, which runs 
north through Oregon and Idaho 
Territory .o the Columbia river, we 
have no other stream that has an 
ontlet to the ocean. The Colorado 
ig several times larger than a river 
that would contain all the waters 
of the Carson, Truckee, Walker 
aud Humboldt rivers and all other. 
streams in the State. Where it 
sweeps along the -outhern borders 
of Nevada it has an average width | 


of half a mile. ss 

For years nothing has been done 
towards navigating the Colorado. 
In November, 1886, wiule the river 
was very low, G. W. Gilmore, with 
the steamer Esmeralda“ made a 
careful ex smination of it from the 
Gulf to Uallville, He says of the 
river: “Noexpediment was found 
that could be at all serious in any 
stage of water until arriving at the 
famous Roar ng Rapids, 558 miles 
from Port Isabel. These rapids are 
caused by bars, composed of rock, 
gravel and boulders, which mak: 
out obliquely from each side of the 
river toward thecenter. The cur- 
rent atriking these bars is deflected, 
with astrovg swell or roll, from 
each bank toward the middle of the 
channel. These swells causs the 
waters io break where they meet, 
aud the water has then a straight 
rapid shoot down thre contracted 
chausel in the middle of the river. 
With the lead no bottom has been 
fouod in the rapid«. The water ap- 
peared to be very deep, probably as 
much as thirty feet. The rapid 
way be altogether 500 yards in ex- 
tent, but of this the great cbstruc- 
tion is found ia only two or three 
hundred feet. There the straight 
shoot above described is located. In 
this two or three huudred feet the 
descent of the water is plainly per- 
ceptible to the eye. By the use o 
a water level it was found to fall in 
the neigbbo: hood of four feet in the 
distance pamed.’’ 

Te pass this shoot of 200 to 300 
feet a ringbolt was placed iu the 
rocks above, and a line 800 feet in 
length run up toit. Mr. «-ilwore 
sa y-: This was the only ringbolt 
used on the trip. The line was 
taken to a steam capstan on a sin- 
gle purchase, ani the steamboat 
was run up tre 800 feet tothe ring- 
bolt iu seven minutes easily, and 
without apparent strain. Few per- 
haps three-fourths of the 800 feet 
the steamboat slowly backed ber 
wheel, to keep her head riant.“ 

Tuis spot ix but forty-two miles 
below Caliville. All that would be 
necessary to be done here would be 
to expend a little dynamite iu 
blowing out oue of the bars by 
means of which the water is forced 
to the canter of the river and there 
damme | up. 

From roaring rapids to Black 
canyon is about twenty miles. In 


this part of the river is Explorer’s 


Rock. Of this rock Mr. Gilmore 
says: Ex plorer's Rock is situated 
in this portion of the river, is near 
mid-channel, and is seldom or 
never seen above water. Its posi- 
tion, however, is well knen, and 
there is littie danger from it, as 
there are about 100 feet of clear 
channel on each side of it, and the 
river runs with a still,low current.“ 

Of Black canyon our ex lorer 
says: Black canyou, from i 8 en- 
travce to its termiuation, is from 
eight to ten miles in length. In 
the canyou the river bas an avei- 
age depth of 200 feet. It is here a 
still, deep stream, flowing smoothly, 
but not rapidly between bold rocks, 
which for a large part of the way 
rise precipitous walls to an immenpese 
hight above the water. The echan- 
nel is free from rocks from shore to 
shore, and bas no sudden or short 
turus. 

Leaving Black canyon, the coun- 
try again becomes open with ocea- 
sioual bottom lands and grass on 
either side up to Vegas Wasb, six 
or eight miles distant. The river 
resumes its average width of about 
half a mile. No bars or rapids were 
found between Black canyon and 
2 Wash. Tue channel was in 
width and depth about equal tothat 
of the lower river. A small tribe of 
oe live along the bauks of the 
river. 

From Vegas Wash to Calleille 
(about twelve to fifteen mil-s), 
the Colorado has a smooth, 
slack current, and plenty of 
water. Nothing was seen of 
the river above Callviile. Infor- 
mation showed that a steamboat 
might possibly be taken up with 
difficulty to a point 20 miles bigher; 
but then, owing to crooks in the 
river, she would be but eight miles 
distant in a straight line by land 
from Oallville.
